Gradual Exposure 


Of course, this is an extreme case, 
but the rays of the sun are strong 
and penetrating.

gerous and may result in serious 
complications. 
Extensive burns cov­ 
ering a wide area of skin may be 
fatai. 
Everyone enjoys a good sun-tan. 
It gives a healthy appearance and a 
feeling of well being. 
It cat only be 
safely acquired by gradual exposure 
ot the sun. 
Redness and tenderness of ;,he skin 
are nature's signs of warning.

Curative Value of Sun’« Ray* 
Though the value of sunlight as a 
means of combating disease liaa been 
known for many centuries, it is only 
within recent years that its really 
curative effect has been appreciated. 
The rays of the sun supply the body 
with certain substances essential to 
good health and nutrition. They arc 
of special value in the prevention of 
certain childhood diseases. 
The rays prevent certain vitamin- 
deflciency diseases, such as rickets. 
The child who has an abundance of 
sunshine 
will 
never have rickets. 
This disease vs as formerly a commoc 
ailment of children who received lit­ 
tle sunshine and fresh air. 
Sun baths are now given to the 
infant when it is but three or four 
weeks old. During the winter months 
I when sunlight is scarce, or when 
weather prevents out-of-doors sun 
baths, cod liver oil should be given. 
This supplies the necessary vitamins 
developed by the rays of the sun and 
necessary 
for 
sturdy 
bones 
and 
healthy bodies. 
The value of sunshine cannot be 
overestimated. 
But the dangers of 
careless exposure to the sun must 
not bo disregarded. 
Get your share 
of sunlight but do so carefully and 
in moderation. 
Never expose your­ 
self to the sun rays f o r a long time 
until you have that protective coat 
of tan. 
And above ail, do not fall 
asleep in the sun, as ruy friend did.

And should the Geneva body fail to bring it. refractory 
members into line, there is little it can offer by way of excuse.

Paraguay-Bolivia trouble has been brewing for years, and there ha» been 
fighting for the past eleven months. In those eleven months 40,000 men 
have been killed while the two countries fought for possession of the 
300 000 square miles of wilderness, known as the Gran Chaco. Neither 
side would listen to the peace-making efforts of neutral neighbors, P""- 
dent Ayala asserting that Paraguay was fighting for life, and President 
Daniel Salamanca of Bolivia equally insistent that his country merely 
was defending itself. 
Incidentally, Bolivia is vastly superior in 
— 


power and equipment to Paraguay. Too, the Bolivian Army has 
trained by General Hans Kundt, German military genius. 
But 


that 
the Paraguayans are known to be amongst the most »t 


fighters in the world. Back in the 1870's it took three nations, Argen- 
tina, Brazil and Uruguay, five years to vanquish her after «ne bad loa» 


over one million men.

Housewives, canning clubs, and 
community canning centers are al- 
ready busy in those parts of the 
country that have an early growing 
season. Soon the y will be busy 
everywhere. As a sign 
of this, 


every mail brings 
quidies abQut 


food preservation methods to the 
Bureau of Home Economics of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


The bureau is ready to answer 


these questions. On its staff are 
specialists in food 
preservation, 


and some of its publications have 
been prepared especially to meet 
this need. As to canning in partic- 
ular, there is a pamphlet which 
gives specific directions for home 
canning of vegetables and fruits. 
There is also a circular on com- 
munity canning centers, describing 
equipment and making suggestions 
for the operation of the center. 


Most of the household arts had 


their beginnings in the permitive 
home. 
Canning, however, was a, 


•nineteenth century discovery, and 
it originated as a plan for mass 
production. 
Napoleon, to provide 


for his armies, offered a prize for 
the development of some method 
of preserving perishable food. 
A 


French 
chef 
and 
confectioner, 


Nicholas Appert, won that prize by 
the success 
of his 
experiments 


with a process which we now know 
as canning. 
He cooked the food, 


then packed and sealed it airtight, 
and 
the food 
kept for 
many 


months. Neither Appert nor any- 
body else in his day knew why. 


More than 40 years later the 


great French scientist Louis Pas- 
teur announced to the world two 
important 
discoveries. Micro-or- 


ganisms present in food, water, and 
air cause spoilage of food. 
Heat 


destroys 
those 
micro-organisms, 


and sterilizes the food. Here was 
the secret of Appert's success. 


Since Apperfs time, and espe- 


cially since Pasteur, there 
have 


been new developments in the can- 
ning process. 
The old-time way 


was to cook the food, pack it boil- 
ing hot into hot containers, and 
seal it quickly to shut out air. This 
' is the 'open kettle' method and it 
works with fruit 
and tomatoes, 


provided there is no contamination 
at the moment between packing 
and sealing the containers. A later 
method is the 'cold-pa,ck,' by which 
the food is packed cold and the 
filled container is 'processed,' or 
sterilized, in a water-bath or prc- 
sure 
canner. . The 
Bureau 
of 


Home Economics recommends the 
"hot-pack" 
method, however, in 


preference to either of these. For 
the hot-pack' the food is heated in 
a minimum quantity of liquid, in 
order to reduce the bulk and drive 
out air. Then the containers are 
packed with the boiling hot food 
and processed in a water-bath. 


These methods can be used with 


the acid foods, such as fruits, to- 


matoes, pickled beets, and ripe 
pimtentos, because the presence of 
the acid together with the boiling 
temperature destroys 
the micro- 


organisms that cause spoilage. 


For 
nonacid 
foods, 
such 
as 


meals, corn, beans, peas, 
aspara- 


gus, or baby beets, 'processing* in 
the pressure cooker ia recommend- 
ed by the Bureau of Home Econo- 
mics. In these foods, which lack 
the acid found in fruits and toma- 
toes, such higher temperatures are 
needed to destroy the micro-organ- 
isms of spoilage than are required 
for acid foods. Only with a pres- 
sure canner, says the bureau, can 
these high 
temperatures be ob- 


tained. 


Farmer's Bulletin No. 1471-F, 


entitled, 'Canning Fruits and Vege- 
tables at Home," contains speci- 
fic directions on all these 
points.

Curative Value of Sun'* Rays 
Though the value of sunlight as n 


means of combating disease haa been 
known for many centuries, it is only 
within recent years that its really 
curative effect has been appreciated. 
Tho rays of the sun supply the body 
with certain substances essential to 
sood health and nutrition. They arc 
oC special value In the prevention of 
certain childhood diseases. 


The rays prevent certain vitamin- 


deficiency diseases, such as rickets. 
The child who has an abundance of 
sunshine will never have rickets. 
This disease was formerly a common 
ailment of children who received lit- 
tlo sunshine and fresh air. 


Sun baths are now given to the 


infant when it is but three or four 
weeks old. Durinsr the winter months 
when sunlight is scarce, or when 
weather prevents out-of-doors sun 
liatlis, cod liver oil should be given. 
This .supplies tho necessary vitamins 
developed by the rays of the sun and 
necessary
